EDUCATIONAL MUD PUDDLE 
Because Appleton is the home of a high 


grcdc college, because that college is an 
asset of splendid worth to thc community, 
and because its jewel-like value is not 
always appreciated to the degree it de- 
serves, the Post-Crescent has quite con- 
stantly, though at irregular times, point- 
ed to the bewildering confusion which sur- 
rounds the policy or lack of policy of the 
state, whose dominant principle, if it can 
be said to have any such, is that mass ed- 
ucation like a blind giant is to be pre- 
ferred, and quality sacrificed for mere 
numbers. 


Pri%-ate colleges educate about 28 per 


cent of the students in institutions of high- 
er learning in Wisconsin, and must there- 
fore be credited with saving the taxpay- 
ers of the state at least onc and one-half 
million dollars a year on their higher edu- 
cation budget. 
Parents who send their 


children to private colleges are support- 
ing not only these private institutions but 
slate colleges and universities 
as well 


through their position as taxpayers. 


For this the private colleges and their 


many patrons ask no financial aid. They 
are not begging at thc silvered trough of 
the state or federal government. But they 
should be relieved in some measure from 
direct competition of certain state insti- 
tutions, namely the state university at 
Madison and the state's 10 teacher's col- 
leges, where such competition is without 
purpose or excuse. 


The state university at Madison has 


grown to a size out of all proportion to 
its purpose and usefulness. 
It is like a 


giant octopus sucking the blood of every 
taxpayer in the slate and because of its 
haphazard organization giving little ser- 
vice in relurn. 


A university is originally intended to 


bc a collection of graduate schools offer- 
ing special training in specific profes- 
sions. 
But the University of Wisconsin 


in the year 1936. for example, numbered 
about 8,000 undergraduate students to ],- 
350 doing graduate work. 


Of these, about 1,500 were students 


from outside the state. 
\Vhy Wisconsin 


taxpayers should support a public insti- 
tution for education of out-of-state pupils 
who pay only a slightly increased tuition 
is beyond rhyme or reason. 
And Wis- 


consin does pay, and millions every year. 


But more serious is the competition of 


the state's 10 teacher's colleges, 
whose 


function and purpose in the state educa- 
tional set-up has long been lost to sight. 
A majority of them are becoming just poor 
imitations of liberal arts colleges and as 
such arc directly in competition with the 
state's private liberal arts schools.

Oshkosh has mathematical leanings, and 
Stout Institute specializes in home eco- 
nomics. 


Other fields for such specialization may 


be found by referring again to Governor 
LaFollctte's survey of Wisconsin. Dairy- 
ing and manufacturing are listed as the 
state's leading industries. Among its main 
natural resources are forests, fish, game 
and iron ore. 


Yet observe these anachronisms. 
The state maintains no school of for- 


ei-iry. 
It offers no specialized training 


in fish propagation or game management. 
There are grade and high school courses 
in conservation to be sure, but no ad- 
vanced training along these lines. 


Its only agricultural school is the col- 


lege run in connection with the university, 
the smallest yet one of the most expen- 
sive adjuncts of the university because it 
is principally a research institution. 
Its 


mining school, Platteville, is located in a 
region of \vorkcd-out lead mines while its 
main mining resources lie in the Gogebic 
range in the northern part of the state. 
It has no technological school of any sort 
save the engineering colleges at the uni- 
versity.

Wheat farmers will be offered 


from 26 to 30 cents a bushel—com- 
pared with 12 cents this year—for | 
reducing their 1939 planting by 31 
per cent to keep within the 55.000,- 
000 total wheat acreage allotted un- 
der the agriculture department's 
program. 


Corn growers will be offered 13 


to 16 cents a bushel, compared with 
10 cents this year. The 1939 rice 
subsidy was placed between 20 and 
25 cents a hundred pounds against 
12.5 cents this year. 


Federal farm officials said the 


1939 cotton payments would be 3.6 
to 4 cents a pound, compared with 
5 cents this year; potato payments 
about 3 cents a bushel, against 3.6 
to 5.4 this year, and tobacco pay- 
ments probably the same as this 
year, from one-half to 1.53 cents a 
pound.

ing not only these private institutions but 
state colleges and universities

through their position as taxpayers. 


For this the private colleges and their 


many patrons ask no financial aid. They 
are not begging at the silvered trough of 
the state or federal government. But they 
should be relieved in some measure from 
direct competition of certain state insti- 
tutions, namely the state university at 
Madison and the state's 10 teacher's col- 
leges, where such competition is without 
purpose or excuse. 


The state university at Madison has 


grown to a size out of all proportion to 
its purpose and usefulness. 
It is like a 


giant octopus sucking the blood of every 
taxpayer in the state and because of its 
haphazard organization giving little ser- 
vice in return. 


A university is originally intended to 


be a collection of graduate schools offer- 
ing special training in specific profes- 
sions. But the University of Wisconsin 
in the year 1936. for example, numbered 
about 8,000 undergraduate students to 1,- 
350 doing graduate work. 


Of these, about 1.500 were students 


from outside the state. 
Why Wisconsin 


taxpayers should support a public insti- 
tution for education of out-of-state pupils 
who pay only a slightly increased tuition 
is beyond rhyme or reason. 
And Wis- 


consin does pay, and millions every year. 


But more serious is the competition of 


the state's 10 teacher's colleges, 
whose 


function and purpose in the state educa- 
tional set-up has long been lost to sight. 
A majority of them are becoming just poor 
imitations of liberal arts colleges and as 
such arc directly in competition with the 
state's private liberal arts schools.

Angkor Thorn covered an area of 


about four square miles, and con- 
tained a royal palace and several 
temples. There were five large and 
beautiful gateways, with roads lead- 
ing in and out of the city. 


Among the statues in 
Angkor 


Thorn are a number of huge stone 
seven-headed serpents. 
The long 


body of each serpent is held up by 
large figures in human form. 


"Many of these giants have grown 


tired of their work, and have slip- 
ped off into the moat," wrote Rob- 
ert J. Casey in a book about Ang- 
kor Thorn, "but an army of them 
remains. Originally there were 54 
on each parapet, 108 to a causeway 
—a total of 540 on constant 
duty

The statues are about eight feet
